State Ticket. 
Burlington, Vt., Sept. 5.—Full re­ 
turns from Tuesday s election In Ver­ 
mont fail to change the result or ma­ 
terially alter the standing of the three 
leading candidates for governor. 
With the legislature Republican by 
a large majority on a joint ballot, the 
election of Allen M. Fletcher, Repub­ 
lican. and the rest of his ticket is a 
foregone conclusion. 
With the a rn e m e n t of protracted 
struggles to elect representatives and | 
the counting of the state vote in sev-1 
eral of the smaller towns, the vote 
of the five candidates for governor 
stands: 
Fletcher, Republican, 26,259. 
Howe, Democrat, 20,350. 
Metzger, Progressive, 15,800. 
Smith, Prohibition, 1443. 
Suitor, Socialist, 1181. 
The chief feature, in view of the 
thorough manner in which the state 
was covered by rallies In practically 
every town, is the fact that the total 
vote was not abnormal. 
It totals leas 
than 65,000. 
The Progressives are elated at the 
showing made by their ticket and the 
Democrats assert that it is proved the 
third party did not detract from their 
strength It is the regular Republican 
vote that has suffered, and the Demo­ 
crats point with pride to the ineffect­ 
ual attempt made to get their voters 
by the Bull Moose orators. 
The Democrats elected their ticket 
in Caledonia county, the home of Har­ 
lan B. Howe, the party's nominee for 
governor, and in the little county of 
Grand Isle the Republican senator is 
repotted to have won out by a single 
vote. 
The Democrats Increased their 
vote of two years ago by about 3000 
and by nearly 5000 over that cast for 
their nominee in the presidential year 
four years ago. 
The Free Press of Burlington, 
a 
leading Republican paper, says the lea 
son for the Republican party in Ver­ 
mont from the election is that "the 
paramount issue in Vermont today is 
tax reform in the Interests of the peo 
pie, and if the Republican party fails 
again to meet the demands of the peo­ 
ple iii this particular It will never have 
another chance to do so in all human 
probability."

SOON TO HEAR 
OF COAL PROBE 


OMarfer Tells el Fretless 


OI tneslltellea 


Pottstown. Pa., Sept. 5.—Congress­ 
man Difenderfer was asked regarding 
the progress of the congressional in­ 
vestigation of the price ol coal, Insti­ 
tuted by him. 
He said that Dr. C. A. Neall, com­ 
missioner of commerce and labor, and 
his co workers now are in the coal re 
gions making an investigation. 
"Dr. Neall 
assured 
me 
that 
he 
would be responsible for every word 
of the report the commission will 
make to congress next December, 
Mr. Difenderfer said. "The injustice 
of the increase of coal prices is that 
the heaviest burdens are put on those 
least able to bear them The masses 
of the poor are the largest consumers 
of the pea size. On this the increase is 
50 cents a ton. 
"The coal producers did not raise 
the price on grades in competition 
with the bituminous product. The in­ 
crease in wages to miners, because of 
the strike, was about 6>4 per cent, 
but they did not get it on the millions 
of tons that the companies had iii 
storage on which they made the con 
suiners pay the extra price.” 
Mr. Difenderfer ridiculed the state­ 
ment that the farmers are making big 
profits on their products. 
"The railroads and other transpor 
tattoo companies and middlemen,” he 
said, "are reaping the big profits of 
the farmers' toil. 
As an illustration I 
cite the case of a farmer near Yard 
ley, who had to pay $300 to get seven 
acres of asparagus to market.”

Still Delayed. 


Washington, Sept. 5. — American 
bluejackets from the supply ship Gla­ 
cier, under Ensigu Robert G. Coman, 
have recaptured from the Nicaraguan 
revolutionists a small steamer which 
the rebels bad seized near Corinto and 
taken to the Bay of Fonseca to trans­ 
port insurgent troops. 
Admiral Southerland's cable report 
Inyg the capture does not state the 
time nor say if there was a fight. 
Although Admiral Southerland has 
Informed the navy department from 
Corinto that all is well 
with 
the 
Americans at Managua, it is evident 
from the irregularity of his dispatches 
to the navy department that the lines 
of communication between the Nicara­ 
guan capital and the coast still are 
precarious. This is accounted for by 
the fact that the revolutionists are in 
control of the country between Corinto 
and Lu Paz, about a dozen miles north 
of Managua, although they are not at­ 
tempting now to prevent the move­ 
ment of the American sailors and ma­ 
rines along the railroad 
The 750 marines brought from the 
isthmus by the California were ex­ 
pected to entrain at Coriuto, but ow­ 
ing to the dilapidated condition of the 
railroad, caused by the attempts of 
the rebels to destroy a large part of 
it, this force, under Colonel Pendle­ 
ton, of the Marine Corps, probably 
will not reach Managua until late to­ 
day 
With 1150 marines at hie back in 
Managua. Admiral Southerland is cer­ 
tain that Colonel Pendleton will not 
only be in a position to take control 
of this place, but also to open the 
railroad toward the south leading to 
Granada. 
The armored cruiser Colorado was 
due at Corinto to further reinforce the 
American fiet now in Nicaraguan w*- 
tera.

BRIDGES OF THE 
INDIANS 


Btrueturee Found In North British Ce* 
tumble Are Built on the Cant!. 
, 
lever Frlnolple. 


Some Interesting examples af In 
dlan Ingenuity are afforded on the 
Hirer Skeena and its tributaries In 
North British Columbia, according ta 
A writer In Scientific American. These 
waterway! in their upper reaches flow 
swiftly and for the most part through 
deep ravines. 
Ae it Is impossible for 
the Indians to cross them by meant 
of cancel they have resorted to hrldg- 
tng. 
Their bridges are Interesting struc­ 
tures from the engineering point of 
view. Inasmuch aa the cantilever prin­ 
ciple la adopted. 
A bridge of this da- 
•lgn spans the Bulkeley river where 
It Is about ISO fest 
wlds, snd 
the 
height from the bridge to the water 
leval Is about 80 feet. 
It Is built of woodsn logs, tbs logs 
of the structure being formed of single 
stout logs varying from 60 to IO fast In 
length. 
The task of lowsrlng them 
Into position must hava demanded con-, 
sid e r ite Ingenuity on the part of thee 
builders. 
I 
They are burled tome 15 feet 
at 
their lower ends snd anchored by the 
superimposition of masses of large 
rock rolled and carried to the site. The 
longitudinal members of 
tho shore 
spans are similarly 
burled 
In 
the 
ground and lashed to the ends of the 
diagonal logs. 
Th ess main 
mem bars—correspond­ 
ing to deck girders, ars about 120 feet 
In length, and to either end the A 
members of the 
superstructure are 
lashed. 
Elaborate 
cross bracing la 
resorted to in order to secure greater 
strength. 
When the bridge was first erected 
the different members ware simply 
secured together by 
willow thongs, 
but when the British Columbian gov­ 
ernment erected a more subetantlal 
euspenslon bridge 
lower 
down the 
river the Indians assembled and fol­ 
lowed the white man s operations with 
great Interest. 
They observed bow 
the thick wire cables were slung snd 
anchored, and accordingly decided to 
Introduce wire Into their own struc­ 
tural 
They procured the material for this 
purpose from wherever they could snd 
Introduced It In a most fantastic mea­ 
ner. 
Also when the Grand Trunk 
pacific railway engineer* commenced 
working on their track near by the 
Indians procuzed odds and ends, such 
ae bolts and spike#, from them for 
Introduction in their bridge, so that 
now It is a strange looking piece of 
work, though the fundamental canti­ 
lever lines are still distinct.

W H A T TO H A V E FOR LUNCHEON. 


As variety Is the spice of life, we 
are always on the lookout for some­ 
thing new, or odd, or unusual In the 
eating line. 
There is no excuse for 
monotony In tho 
summer 
months, 
when there are such good things from 
farm and garden. 
Cheese Omelet.—Soak 
a 
cup 
of 
bread crumbs in two cupfuls of milk; 
add a pinch of soda, haJf a teaspoonful 
of salt, a pinch of cayenne and a tea­ 
spoonful of melted butter. 
Beat two 
eggs, add to the bread and milk and 
add a small cup of grated 
cheese. 
Bake in a hot oven until light brown. 
When one has a few pieces of left* 
aver steak, cut In email pieces and 
add to a good sized onion w hich has 
teen fried In hot fat. 
Dredge the on­ 
ion with flour before frying. 
Add a 
cup of tomatoes and sufficient water 
to keep from burning. 
Season with 
paprika and cook slowly two hours. 
A pretty way of serving eggs on 
toast Is to cut half inch 
slices 
of 
bread with a large biscuit cutter. With 
a smaller cutter stamp out a circle 
half way through the slice, then hol­ 
low out the place 
and brow n 
tho 
bread In butter. 
Drop an egg in tho 
hollow and place in the oven to bake. 
Season and garnish with parsley. 
Golden Rod Eggs.—Prepare 
toast, 
cut In squares or circles. Cook a few 
eggs in th© shell until h a r d ; tho nu rn* J 
ber will depend upon the number to 
I serve. Make a cup of rich white sauce 
by cooking together two tablespoon- | 
fills each of butter and flour, adding 
the flour when the butter Is bubbling I 
hot. 
Then add a cup of milk or thin ( 
cream, a half teaspoonful of salt and i 
■ a few dashes of paprika. 
Chop the 
whites of the eggs, a d d them to the 
fanes. 
Butter the toast and 
pour 
ever t h e whit© sauce. 
Put th© egg 
yolks through a ricer and sprinkle 
over the white sauce. 


The advantage of this little con­ 
trivance Is that It Is neither sticky or 
unsightly. 
It consists of an egg cup 
with a shell from which the boiled 
egg has been removed, and in Its 
place half%filled with a decoction of 
quassia chips well sweetened 
with 
brown sugar and treacle. 
The flies 
will be attracted by the sweetness and 
will be poisoned by the quassia; the 
shell can then 
be easily 
destroyed 
and replaced by another. 


Prim itive Men of Giant Stature. 
Eleven skeletons of primitive men, 
with foreheads sloping directly back 
from the eyes, and with two rows of 
teeth In tho front of the upper Jaw, 
have been uncovered at Cralgshlll, at 
Ellensburg, Wash. 
They were found 
about twenty feet below the surface, 
twenty feet back from the face of the 
elope. In a 
cement rock 
formation 
over which was a layer of shale. Th© 
rock was j>erfectly dry. The Jaw bones, 
which easily break, are so large that 
they will go around the face of the 
man of today. 
The other bones are 
also much larger than those of the or­ 
dinary man. 
The femur 
Is 
twenty 
Inches long, Indicating a man of eighty 
Inches tall. 
The teeth In front are 
worn almost down to the Jaw bones, 
due. It Is believed, to eating uncook­ 
ed foods and crushing hard substances 
with the teeth 
The 
sloping 
skull 
shows an extremely low order of in* 
tenpence.
